America, A. Bruce 'Bielaski, chief of 
the bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice, £oday laid be- 
fore the senate committee cable- 
grams exchanged in 1916 by Count 
von : Bernstorff, 
then 
ambassador 


here, and the Berlin foreign office. 
One of Bernstorff's messages urged 
that special favor be shown William 
Bayord Hale, an American abou'ff to 
visit Berlin as a newspaper corre- 
spondent, because he was employed 
by the Hearst papers which, the 
message said, could be depended up- 
on to favor Germany. 


Bielaski told the committee that 


Hale was on the Hearst payroll for 
SSOO a week, and also was employed 
at 815,000 'a year by a publicity or- 
ganization formed in this country by 
Dr. Bernard Dernburg, the German 
propagandist. 


Hearst Mentioned 


Suggesting, on June 2, 1916, that 


the time was . favorable "to get 
Hearst to send a first rate journalist 
to Benin," Bernstorff told the for- 
eign office that the "man selected was 
H-ale, -who he said; had been a con- 
fidential agent of the embassy since 
the beginning of the war and was 
bound as such by contract to June 
23, 1918, 
"Hearst," the ambassador said, 


"is not aware that Hale is our agent, 
but knows him only as a Germano-i 
phila journalist who has contributed 
leading articles to papers." . 


Hale, ^according to Bielaski, was 


paid by the German government to 
visit 'Rumania, and, if possible, pre- 
vent entrance of that nation ,into the 
war. .Mr. Hearst, Bielaski said, was 
ignorant of Kale's employment on 
the latter mission. 


Following is the message of June 


2, sent bf Bernstorc through Buenos 
Aires and Stockholm:

Great stress was laid on the suf- 


ficiency of normal civil processes

bunals in this country." 


Hampered by Citizens. 


The department has been ham- 


peted in suppressing 
propaganda, 


said the attorney general, by "self- 
appointed committees or associa- 
tions of citizens who, ignorant of or 
dissatisfied with the scope of the 
federal laws, or jurisdiction, have 
sought to supplement them by extra 
legal measures of intimidation and 
punishment." Another hampering 
influence was the dissemination of 
hundreda of unfounded reports re- 
lating to use of poison gas by enemy 
agents, groxlnd glass'-in food, arid 
damage to Red Cross supplies.
